After the (dose of the Kovollltioil 
iii 17s;>, the officers of the American 
army established an order to pre- 
serve and perpetuate their friend- 
ships, and to found a fund for ihe 
relief of the widows and orphans of 
those who fell during the war. 
Many of the American patriots had 
quit their plowing and other labors 
at critical periods to tight the com 
moo enemy. In casting about for 
a name for their organization it was 
recalled that the Koman consul. 
Lucius Quint ins Cii.cinnattis was 
found plowing on his farm when 
notified that he had been tn 
dictator, and thai he hail imme 
dialely left his plowing, to obey the 
call of duty in defense of his 
country. It was, therefore, resolv- 
ed to name their ordet in his honor: 

Tin- Society of the Cincinnati, 
Gen. Washington was the first 

President of 1 he Society. It was a 

distinction to belong to such 

an order, and the patriots were no 

doubt proud of the part l hey took 

in helping to establish ihe Inde- 
pendence of their country. Tin 
Constitution of Ihe Society did tiol 
please Benjamin Franklin, for his 
philosophy tanghl him to fear it.- 
growth into a future srlatoeraey. 
The Constitution was amended and 
made more consonant with a demo 
cratic republic. Robert Burnet. 
of New York, the last of the origin 
al members of the Society, -lied in 
1864. In some o( the States the 
order went out of existence with tin- 
deaths of those who took part in 
the War of the Revolution In 
New York and other States Ihe 
society has been perpetuated by the 

descendants of the veterans of the 

war, and il still llonrishes contem- 
poraneously vvilh : The Sons, The 
Daughters, and The Dames of the 
American Revolution 

The Tammany Society was origin- 
ally organised in 1789. in opposition 
to the Cincinnati, which was then 
considered an order of aristocrats. 
It took its name from a celebrated 
Indian chief of Ihc Delawues. and 
was modelled closely after Indian 
customs In time Tammany be- 
came the powerful political machine 
it is, mostly loctl to New York 
City.

There is no 
telling now how long they will he 
kepi prisoners against their will 
Taking all thiuus into consideration 
the city Board of Health has need- 
lessly put Ihose connected vvilh the 

Institution to greal inconvenience, 

and all because Ihe public has 
clamored for il. Il seeks only its 
own welfare, to be sure, and makts 
scapeooals of those least 't'seivinu 
it. The real fads in t he case are : 
There have b, en about :)S cast 
acarlel rash of a mild form within 
the pasl I wo weeks.

I hat there had been a case or two ol 
real scarlet fever, but they have re
